Death ok an Old Citizen1..Mr.
Benjamin Fugitt, an old and much es¬

teemed Alexandrian^ died at his home,
on Wolfe street, between Pitt and Sr.
Asaph,.last.night, aged titt years. Mr.
Fugitt bad lor several years been one

of a trio liviugwbo were apprentices in
the v. vzstte office over fifty years ago,
Mr. Wat Morris, of Chicago*, and Mr.
Joliu Griffin being at this lime, it is be¬
lieved, ids otdv f.-Mow-apprentices Iff:.
Messrs; G. W.Roek, Jos. Mills and the
others who began active life with him
as printer hoys having long since died.
Mr. Fugitt was an active, industrious
and thoroughly practical printer, pos¬
sessing the mechanical genius necessa¬

ry to become an expert in the "art pre¬
servative," together with those invalu¬
able adjuncts, intellect and intelligence.
After having served his time in this of¬
fice he became foreman of the Southern
Churchman and subsequently held cases
on the Congressional Club.- in the days
of Hives. Returning to Alexandria he
was made foreman of the Virginia Sen-
tincl, published by the late Richard
Smith & Brother, and a year or two be¬
fore the war was again employed on

the Churchman. Later lie re-entered
the Congressional Globe office, and was

made assistant foreman, a position of
much responsibility, which he subse¬
quently relinquished for a situation in
the government printing office, which
lie held until live or six years ago,
when his advancing years and en¬

feebled conditiou unfitted him longer
for work. A distressing bronchi!
trouble, from which he hail long suffer¬
ed, became aggravated, and his health
steadily declined until death overtook
him. Mr. Fugitt, though firm and pos¬
itive in his convictions, was quiet, un¬

assuming and courteous. He had lived
to see all his children fall 'neath the
scythe of the destroyer, and though one

affliction followed close upon the heels
of the other he looked upon them all
as tending eventually for the best and.
like the ancient exemplar of patience,
"retained his integrity" ami never ut¬
tered useless complaints against the
mysterious Workings of Providence,
though his afflictions and sufferings
were almost lifelong. And now/life's
rugged journey o'er, the toils, sufferings
and dark clouds attending the faithful
Performance of an earthly mission have
been scattered as an ugly dream by the
break ofimmortality's morn, for which
he had always been prepared and of
late had longed for.

City Democratic Committee,-.The
City Democratic Committee met last
night at the ollice of the chairman, Mr.
L. C. Barley, who presided, while Mr.
M.'P Vinceut'acted as secretary. Sev¬
eral citizens not members of the com¬
mittee were also present. Mr. Barley
Stated that the meeting had been called
to arrange a plan for the campaign.

should accomplish the most, The ward
clubs, he thought; should be under the
guidance of a centra! club.

Mr. Dobiesaid the First ward would
start the ball by raising a flag pole and
that the ward next November would
do as it bad always done.return a big
democratic majority, lie then opened
a subscription list to defray the ex¬

pense öf raising the pole:
A general conversation then followed,

early a date as possible a mass meeting
should be held at which speakers of na¬

tional reputation would address the
citizens. The chairman is to confer
with the State committee on this sub¬
ject.
The chairman was authorized to se¬

cure suitable rooms for the use of a

central club, and then to call a citizens'
meeting for the organization of such a

club.

Tut-: ELECTRIC Railway..The track
of the Mount Vernon Electric Railway
is now extended to the banks of Hunt¬
ing creek, or to the bridge across that
stream. The iron used outside the city
limits is of the Trail style and is laid
with much more rapidity than was the
regulation street car iron used in our
streets. In fact, the construction gang
Bay they can lay a mile a day of T rails.
